The Hon. J. W. Pickersgill, Acting 
Postmaster General, has announced 
the details of a new postage stamp 
that will be first sold to the publbic 
on the 30th of June. 

The new postage stamp is being 
issued to commemorate the Jubilee 
of the Provinces of Alberta and Sask- 
atchewan. The’ Post Office Depart- 
ment wishes to pay tribute with this 
postage stamp to the contribution 
made by the thousands of pioneers to 
a splendid record of progress and 
and occupies 554 pages, McGee was 

The new 5c postage stamp will be 
blue in color and is being engraved 
and printed by the Canadian Bank 
Note Company, Ottawa. The stamp 
was designed by Laurence Hyde of 
Ottawa, and will measure 11%”x1” in 
size. 

Principal post offices in Canada 
will have the stamp on June 30th. 

First Day covers will be serviced 
by the Postmaster at Ottawa 2. The 
usual rules re same will prevail, in- 
cluding 5c service charge for each 
cover besides the stamps required. 

The new stamp will be printed 
from two plates, Nos. 1 and 2, and 
comes in 50 stamps to a full pane.

Dear Mr. McCready, 

The story about the “Nine Famous 
Irishmen” makes most interesting 
reading, but while it is true of all 
those mentioned it does not apply to 
one of them, the one that most con- 
cerns Canada. 

So far 
as ] can ascertain by reading Isalel 
Skelton’s “Life of Thomas D’Arcy 
McGee” which is the standard work 
and occupies 554 pages., McGee was 
never arrested, but .was spirited out 
of Ireland disguised as a priest on a 
vessel named the Shamrock, anchored 
off the Irish coast, and duly reached 
the United States and then to Can- 
ada. 

As to any of them being sentenced 
to be “hanged, drawn and quart- 
ered,” the latter two sentences be- 
leng to the dark ages, not to he 19th 
century! 

For the sake of accuracy, I think 
these facts should be made plain in 
the memory of one of the Fathers of 
Confederation and one who did so 
much for Canada in his time.

One item I would like to clarify how- 
ever is concerning the use of 5-hole 
perforated O.H.M.S. for government 
use on this issue. Mr. Jacobbi is cor- 
rect in stating that the post office 
denied that they used them—but a 
few copies do exist perforated O.H. 
M.S. (I have had a total of 13 go 
threugh our stock of five holes) and 
I believe these were mostly used by 
the customs branch of the govern- 
ment. 1 had a pair of 10c that we 
bought on piece showing a customs 
cancellation at Toronto. It seems 
fairly certain now that the limited 
use of these 5 hole officials between 
1935-7 was primarily by the customs 
branch excluding of course those 
stamps that were old stock sent in by 
the government branches for perfor- 
ating when the post office took over 
the job. I would guess that the odd 
13c Jubilee might even have been re- 
turned and got perforated in this 
manner.—Wim. T. Jackson.

The New Zealand set due for re- 
lease July 18th consists of three 
stamps, 2d, 3d and 4d pictorials, a 
full face of the Queen on the 3d and 
an air liner on the 4d. These will be 
recess engraved by De La Rue of 
London. There is to be a change in 
the New Zealand Health set due for 
release on October 3rd. For the first 
time three stamps will be issued, to 
be recess engraved by Bradbury Wil- 
kinson, This should be a popular set. 

Overseas press reports referring to 
searcities include the Southern Rho- 
desia postage due 4d grey green 
which is called the most elusive of 
modern issues. The Zanzibar 75th 
Birthday set, due to a comparatively 
small issue, is on the rise and likely 
to be hard to aequire shortly. Whole- 
salers overseas are in short supply. 
It is suggested it will be one of the 
most promising of all 1954 issues, if 
that is so. The used should be good to 
get now without delay. 

The new prices for the Queen ob- 
solete issues gives one a tip as to the 
future possibility in value of these 
sets as northern and Southern Rhod- 
desia and Nyassaland are now quoted 
at $14.95 and will continue to climb.

The Aden surcharges are 
moving upwards and the Queen Cor- 
onations are getting tougher in price. 
It is reported that dealers stocks in 
Great Britain are on the wane and at 
a low ebb.

Apparently the color was 
of a somewhat fugitive nature. They 
are definately shadings of the same 
paper. Let's call it “on pale blue or 
ereenish blue” and be done with it. 

The NEW Holmes catalog des- 
cribes it as “on light blue.” That 
apparently does away with the “on 
white"  variety,—it was probably 
listed in error, or listed from a 
bleached copy. But what about that 
“on yellow” variety, has anyone seen 
one? 





No. 273—Canadian Patriotic Cards 


1905-1912 

Have been having a great deal of 
fun lately getting together quite an 
accumulation of these ecards, issued 
about the time Alberta and Saskat- 
chewan were made into Canadian 
Provinces, and continued in use for 
some years thereafter. It was a 
period of great pride in the “New 
Canada.” Many of these patriotic 





cards are of very little interest or 
value. They consist mainly of nor- 
mal scenic postcards with the addi- 
tion of a Coat of Arms, or a Flag or 
Crossed Flags, generally in color. 
However there were a few that were 
really beautiful patriotics. I have 
about twenty varieties which are 
really “honies.” They consist of 
overall patriotic designs, completely 
in color, and for the most part are 
in four or more colors. They feature 
Coats of Arms, Maple Leaves, Flags, 
Shields, Maps and other features. 

Even if you are not a collector of 
this branch of Canadiana, may I sug- 
gest that one or more would make 
truly magnificent frontpieces for 
your albums. 





No. 274—Official Pictorial 
Post Cards—1932 

Many collectors, looking around for 
an inexpensive, small Canadian phil- 
atelic sideline, could do worse than 
try to complete a collection of these 
very interesting issues. Issued in 
1932, they bear Bond’s No. CN25—26 
on the address side, and on the face 
bear sepia toned scenes from the 
various provinces. There are only 
70 varieties. Four of these list at 
$1.00 mint, $1.50 used. One lists at 
just half those figures, and the other 
65 list at 6c-15c mint and 10c-20e 
used. But they are not easy to com- 
plete! You just might run into a 
complete collection somewhere, but 
for the most part you would have 
more fun, for a much longer time, if 
you tried to assemble a collection 
yourself. Haven't been doing too 
badly, have now got 'em all but three, 
—total cat. val. $1.58.

tion stamps of 1947, 1948 and 1949. 
The 1948 issue is in the $1.00 denom- 
ination, and is multicolored, a com- 
bination of red, yellow and blue. So 
much for what you can find in the 
catalogue. 

This is listed in a “booklet pane of 
five,” and is perf. 12. Now my 
question is,—were these actually 
issued in booklets? In my collection 
I have sheets of five, with wide blank 
margins all around, and no evidence 
of their ever being part of a book- 
let. Were they issued in both sheet 
and booklet forms ? 

One further question,—what about 
the imperforates? I also have full 
sheets of five, fully imperforate and 
fully gummed. 

Id very much like to hear from 
anyene who can throw any light on 
these stamps. 





No. 276—Commercial Airways Semi- 
Official-Purple Imperforate 
Airmail Stamp 


It is no news that this purple 
issue comes imperforate. It has 
been so recorded for a long time. 
However I have never heard of an 
imperforate ever being used on 
cover! So imagine my very pleasant 
surprise recently when I discovered 
one in a small accumulation-of Can- 
adian Semi-Officials purchased with- 
out even first seeing the lot! Al- 
though it is a single it is never-the- 
less a genuine imperforate. As you 
know these were issued in sheets of 
ten (2x5), vertical arrangement. 
There is a wide one inch margin on 
the left side. The perforated sheets 
are all perforated vertically in this 
margin. In fact stamps No. 3, 5 and 
7 from the sheet are the only ones 
which can be obtained perforated all 
four sides. This is definitely stamp 
No. 9. from the lower left corner of 
the sheet. The bottom margin is 
wide, but it comes withont perfora- 
tions on this edge anyway. It would 
be possible to fake an imperf by 
trimming off the perforations at the 
right and the top. But this stamp 
has the full wide left margin, in 
which there are no vertical perfora- 
tions. 

Yes sir, I’d call that a nice find in 
the Canadian Airmail field, and it 
is not available for sale or trade! 
I’ve never seen or heard of one on 
cover before. It was used on a first 


flight Edmonton to Fort McMurray, 
July 23, 1930, which was the day of 
issue for the purple stamp. 


STAMPS USED IN SERMON 





An American Methedist Minister 
recently used stamps to illustrate a 
sermon he delivered to a service of 
young people in his church. 

“Western Stamp Collector” (U.S.) 
quotes part of the transscript of the 
sermon by the Rev. Earl B. Horsell, 
of Seaside, Oregon, as follows: “It is 
doubtful if anything in the world has 
gone to as many places, seen as many 
sights, and had as many adventures 
as the postage stamp. What wonder- 
ful stories it could tell us if it could 
speak. 

“Here is some of the advice I think 
the postage stamp would give boys 
and girls if it could speak: 

“Be Useful! The postage stamp 
adds a bit of color and ornamentation 
to the envelope, but that isn’t the 
main idea. It has a job to do, it 
serves a useful purpose, and it does 
it well. 

“Stick To Your Job! The stamp 
doesn’t stop work until its mission 
is completed. It has no rest day or 
night until it delivers the letter we 
entrust with it. Some of us could 
learn a lesson from the postage 
stamp and stick to our jobs a little 
better than we do. 

“Take Your Licking! The postage 
stamp has to have at least one good 
licking. Most boys and girls have 
profited by a good ‘licking,’ now and 
then. I remember some lickings that 
did me a lot of good although I was 
not enthusiastic for them at the time. 

“Don’t Mind Being Smeared! Being 
smeared is all part of a postage 
stamp’s life. The postal clerks see 
to it that every one gets some black 
ink daubed on it. Very few boys and 
girls grow up without having some 
fibs told about them, or ugly things 
said about them. Especially if you 
get into public life is that true. But 
like the postage stamp, we must take 
it all as a matter of course. It serves 
a purpese in the end.”

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The Stamps of New Brunswick

' The pence issues of New Bruns- 
wick are very scarce today and com- 
mand a high price, compared with 
the stamps of the other provinces of 
British North America. Reasons for 
this are threefold. Only one requisi- 
tion of these stamps was required to 
satisfy the needs of backward New 
Brunswick, where stamps did not 
take readily with the public and were 
regarded as an unmitigated nuisance 
by the postmasters. Amounts re- 
ceived were 400,000 of the three 
pence and 50,000 of the one shilling 
value. Secondly, many of this re- 
quisition were spoiled by being 
stored in a damp vault by which 
many were rendered unsaleable. Then 
too the business section of Saint 
John, where a great deal of the old 
correspondence would be on file, was 
swept several times by fire. As 
correspondence in those days was 
filed in the original envelope, after 
noting on the back the date of re- 
ceipt, these fires no doubt destroyed 
a great quantity of New Brunswick 
stamps. Remainders to the value of 
almost £3,000 were destroyed April 
30, 1860.

A combination of a 6d, a 3d and 
half of a 3d has been reported but 
it is not clear just what rate this 
would represent. The 3d bisected and 
surcharged 1%d was reported in a 
St. John newspaper with the ex- 
planation that it was required for 
the drop letter rate in 1860 and pre- 
pared by a postal clerk just before 
the release of the cents issue. No 
covers are known. 

Perkins, Bacon & Co. shipped the 
plates from which the pence issues 
of New Brunswick were printed to 
the Canadian Post Office Depart- 
ment some time after confederation. 
In 1890 reprints of these stamps ap- 
peared on the market. The color 
and paper were different from the 
originals but nevertheless the phila- 
telic world was greatly distressed by 
this irregularity. The Post Office of 
Canada officially denied authorizing 
the reprints or any knowledge of 
them at that time. Later, however, 
the story came out when in 1908, 
2254 copies were brought to light. 
It seems that Postmaster-General 
John Haggart had authorized the re- 
printing of five sheets of each value, 
that is 800 of each, or 2,400 in all. A 
few had been given to collectors, and 
atter lying around for years, the 
balance were turned over to A. G. 
Blair, Minister of Railways and 
Canals, probably because he had been 
Premier of New Brunswick at the 
time of Confederation. In 1908, J. 
M. Bartels, a prominent dealer at 
that time, learned from a young 
Canadian named Blair, that he had 
a few sheets of New Brunswick re- 
prints. Bartels, scarcely believing 
the story, ultimately acquired them. 
The following letter is extant:

Post Office regulations now 
required that all postage be pre- 
paid. Rates were converted into 
cents, and stamps of the values, 1c, 
5e, 10e, 12!5c and 17e, were ordered. 
The domestic rate required the 5c 
stamp, the U.S. rate of 6d took a 10c 
stamp, the packet rate to the British 
Isles was 12!$c, or if via New York, 
17c. A 2c stamp was later required 
for the drop letter rate. The set was 
handsome and original. The ‘le 
value, found in shades of brown 
violet and reddish mauve, in hori- 
zontal position, showed a locomotive 
of the time, with NEW BRUNS- 
WICK POSTAGE—ONE CENT in 
the surrounding oval, the numeral 1 
in each corner and CENT along the 
bottom. The locomotive is said to be 
one of the type used on the European 
& North American Railway, than 
operating in New Brunswick. The 
5c shows the famous Chalon Head of 
Her Majesty, Queen Victoria, with 
the words NEW BRUNSWICK 
POSTAGE—FIVE CENTS in the 
surrounding oval, the numeral 5 in 
each corner and cents along the bot- 
tom. The colors of this stamp are 
olive green, blue green, yellow green 
and many shades of green. The 
10c stamp ressembled the 5c, differ- 
ing only in that it had 10 CENTS 10 
along the bottom and the Roman 
Numeral X in the upper corners and 
above the figures 10 in the low cor- 


ners. It is found on shades of ver- 
milion and dark vermilion on both 
white and yellowish paper. The 


121%c value, in horizontal format, 
shows a typical sailing vessel of the 
period. It has been suggested that 
the ship is the Royal William, and 
again that it is the old Britannia of 
the Cunard Line, but more probably 
it is merely a type. The oval con- 
tains the words NEW BRUNSWICK 
POSTAGE—TWELVE & HALF, 
with the numeral 12% in each cor- 
ner and CENTS along the bottom. 
The 17c stamp is similar to the 5c in 
design, with a portrait of the Prince 
of Wales, later King Edward VII, in 
Highland costume, in the vignette. 

They were printed by the Ameri- 
can Banknote Co., of New York, as 
negotiations between Postmaster- 
General Chas. Connell and Perkins, 


Bacon & Co. had turned out unsatis- 
factory. They were printed by the 
recess method in sheets of 100 with 
the imprint in each margin. Charges 
were at the rate of $100.00 for the 
production of each plate and 25c per 
M for the printing of the stamps. 
Philatelists formerly distinguished 
thick, thin, ribbed, as well as white 
and yellowish paper in some cases, 
but these probably do not represent 
separate printings, nor are they 
easily enough discerned to be consid- 
ered varieties. All were on white 
wove paper, perf. about 12. 

The quantities issued may be es- 
timated from statements rendered 
by the American Banknote Co. and 
the Post Office accounts.

These figures are questionable. But 
if we take the figures from the first 
account, and multiply them out as 
follows:

100,000—17c—$17,000 
we get a total of $139,000.00. The 
report for 1860 says that £28,500 
(sterling as the accounts were kept 
in sterling rather than provincial 
currency) worth of stamps were 
charged into the accounts. If we 
divide 28,500 into 139,000 we get 
4.87, the value of the £ sterling in 
New Brunswick dollars, which would 
indicate that the above figures are 
correct so far. The department 
would hardly pay for the Connell 
stamps, and this is confirmed by a 
later statement of Connell who said 
he paid for them himself, so we 
may presume that 1,000,000 5c green 
stamps were issued at this time. An- 
other significent account appears in 
the expenditures for the year end- 
ing Oct. 31, 1864. This was for 
$527.79 and was for engraving and 
printing postage stamps. The 2c 
stamp had been issued the year be- 
fore and the expense in connection 
with it would undoubtedly be includ- 
ed in this statement. At the usual 
charge of $100.00 for the prepara-

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Some General Notes 


For what they are worth here are 
some ideas and methods which 1 use 
in my own collection and which may 
be of interest to others. 

First of all, where do stamps for 
a collection come from? The easiest 
and perhaps least satisfying method 
of obtaining stamps is by buying 
them from any source unless they 
are a bargain. I find that the best 
way to obtain stamps are as follows: 

(a) Make sure that all your rela- 
tives and acquaintances know you 
collect stamps and encourage them to 
find and bring them to you. Never 
yefuse even the least interesting item 
because you never know when the 
same person will turn up with a 
treasure. Try to instruct them in 
the rudiments of handling to avoid 
damage. 

(b) Make sure that every envelope 
which comes into your own office is 
carefully opened and saved for your 
own personal attention. It is a sad- 
dening experience to get the corner 
of an envelope with the stamp print- 
ed on and perhaps several other ad- 
hesive stamps to raise the value for 
registration. 

(c) Get as many friends and bus- 
iness associates as you can to do the 
same thing for you with regard to 
opening mail. 

(d) If you have time correspond 
with people in other countries and 
trade with them. There is some risk 
involved in this as sometimes stamps 
go astray or you lose touch with cor- 
respondants. However, it is reward- 
ing and interesting if all goes well. 

(e) Plate block collectors can get 
many items by having business of- 
fices save corner blocks for them. 

(f) Use every idea you can think 
of to get stamps within your means. 

Having got the collection, what do 
you do with it? My experience is that 
as the collection grows the only sat- 
isfactory way of handling it is in a 
number of small albums of the loose 
leaf type and with post binders. I 
have found the covers supplied by R. 
S. Mason for his Canada First Al- 
bum are ideal for this. He can sup- 
ply blank pages or they can be ob- 
tained from a local printer. The al- 
bum should be set up right frcm the 
start on the basis of one or more

spaees for all stamps listed in Seott 
or any catalog you may be using. As 
specialization comes along separate 
books can be used for the several 
varieties which may be handled. I 
agree that this equipment will not 
suit the advanced collector who wish- 
es to have his stamps mounted in an 
album which does them justice but I. 
feel that the only satisfactory method 
is the small locse leaf album with 
the post binder. 

In addition to the stamps mounted 
in albums what do you do with the 
surplus? If you have been able to 
get an office somewhere to save their 
incoming envelopes you will find 
many standard sized ones with glas- 
sine windows and many larger ones 
also with glassine windows. The 
large ones can be cut down to the 
small size and all then make ideal 
containers for stamps which have 
been soaked off paper or for singles 
or small blocks of mints. These en- 
velopes can be stored in various ways. 
I use a number of small boxes made 
from plywood to hold about 100 and 
have a large chest into which they fit. 
If you have not the patience or the 
opportunity to get used envelopes 
then they can be purchased from any 
bookstore. One advantage of the 
used ones is that they always have 
stamps on them either adhesive or 
meter and the containers then form 
part of the collection. 

What about collecting covers? I 
try to put away 5 or 6 of each issue, 
all selected covers on the small en- 
velopes. Various combinations of the 
different values in different issues, 
especially now with so many new 
ones, are possible and interesting. 
First day covers are a specialty which 
no serious collectors should neglect. 
At the same time, there is a tendency 
for every event in every locality to 
be the excuse for First Day servicing. 
I would suggest that the smart 
money in this goes for first day 
covers in the higher values. I have 
noticed recently attempts to raise in- 
terest in covers bearing plate blocks 
and feel that a demand for this type 
of material may develop. 

Plate Number Blocks? The situa- 
tion regarding these is surely one of 
suspense for all collectors. Plate 4 
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of No. 327—3c red has now appeared 
on sale in local post offices and it 
appears that this plate will have a 
normal printing as previously ad- 
vised. I recently received a block 
from plate 6 of No. 341—4c purple 
and am wondering where the plates 
between No. 2 and No. 6 disappeared 
to. Plate 2 of No. 328—4c purple has 
always been listed by dealers at 
double the other plates in this issue, 
apparently because only a small num- 
ber were issued initially. Actually I 
have more from this plate than any 
other and still get them. I notice all 
numbers of the so-called short print- 
ings of numbers 326 and 328 are now 
appearing in post offices. It seems 
that the P.O.D. is so cluttered with 
back issues held up to permit the 
issue of new commemoratives that 
old issues and plate numbers will be 
available for years for sale to the 
publie through post offices. The 
amazing thing here is that although 
demand is heavy these items have 


heen sold out at the philatelic sec-_ 


tion for many months. It is nice to 
be able to pick these up now at face 
value but I would gladly have pur- 
chased sheets to get them had they 
been available. Not a few Canadian 
collectors are red faced about being 
stuck for these items at fancy prices 
and our friends in other countries are 
stuck, period. If anyone has money 
to invest and the time to do it I would 
say that this is a golden opportunity. 

Where do you keep your collection 
of boxes, envelopes, books and acces- 
series? My wife and I have finally 
agreed that I have one clothes cup- 
board and a portion of the basement 
for my private use. I have built a 
set of shelves out of plywood to fit 
on the shelf above the coatrack in 
the eupboard. This provides spaces 
built to hold books, boxes, etc. for 
items in use. The remainder is stored 
in wooden boxes in the basement. The 
main problem in storing mint stamps 
is dampness. The cardinal point here 
seems to be to avoid metal containers 
of all types as metal promotes con- 
densation when temperatures change. 
I know of many collectors who have 
stored their mint stamps in steel 
vaults and had them all stuck to- 
gether because of the moisture. An- 
other storage place which is useful 
if available is a chest of drawers. 

What about insurance? Bearing

in mind that insurance is expensive 
and the limitations of the risks cover- 
ed, each case must be treated on its 
merits. I have had my stamps in- 
sured for years and increase the cov- 
erage as the collection increases. 

I am convinced that stamp col- 
lecting will become more popular as 
the years go by if only because the 
population of the world is increas- 
ing rapidly. It follows then that in- 
vestment in good stamps today is 
sound business. One must keep at it 
regularly and be very thorough. 

In any case it is an excellent hobby 
for all and one which can be made to 
fit almost any circumstances and will 
be a continuing source of pleasure.— 
D. C. MacMillan, June, 1955.

tion of the plate and 25c per M for 
the printing, and allowing $2.79 for 
incidentals, the entry would account 
for 1,700,000 stamps. If more 5e 
stamps were required at all, it is 
likely that a similar amount would 
be needed to run through to Confed- 
eration and leave remainders. This 
would leave a balance of 700,000 
which would be 2c stamps. It is un- 
likely that any other denominations 
were included considering the rela- 
tive scarcity of the used stamps to- 
gether with a report that the remain- 
ders contained few 1c and 10e but 
many 2c and 17e.

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“Vanished Village" 


By P. Marsden, 392, in *Maple 
Leaves" Journal of the Canadian 
Philatelic Society of Gt. Britain 








We, who, in this country, en- 
deavour to study the various phases 
of Canadian philately and particular- 
ly those who are interested in postal 
history matters, must, of necessity, 
rely largely upon our more fortunate 
brothers who live in Canada for 
much of our information. They have 
the material, relics and opportunities 
which naturally accrue to those who 
live “ on the spot.” 

Some time ago there came into my 
possession a pre-stamp cover of the 
1843 period, which at first appeared 
to have no particular merit. It was, 
however, to raise a strange problem, 
the solution of which has just come 
to light as a result of an article in 
B.N.A. Topics. 

This cover was apparently from a 
small place in Upper Canada and 
was addressed to Arthur Jones Esq., 
Killncarrick House, Delganny, Ire- 
land, via Halifax, in an educated 
handwriting; and was rated with the 
usual 1/2 in manuscript in black ink, 


the correct unpaid trans Atlantic 
rate for that period. The writer, a 
lady and sister to Arthur Jones, 


signed herself C. Battersby, ard 
wrote the letter on 5th August, 1843. 

The problem set by the letter was 
this: the name of the village does not 
appear in the Official List of Post 
Offices, 1840, as set out in Boggs 
handbook p.561. Nor does Boggs 
mention it in his lists of Provincial 
Post Office Cancellations pp. 574-576. 
Although the post-mark is Boggs 
type IV with serifed letters as c-f. 
The place appears to be unknown to 
Boggs, and is not mentioned in any 
of the lists in Dr. Holmes’ hand-book. 
Again, the name does not appear in 
the gazeteer of a very large atlas of 
1911 which I find useful for tracing 
place names as it lists places of only 
few inhabitants. I was thus confron- 
ted by an impasse. 

The article in “Topics” 10, 3; 79 
(March 1953) by Lt.-Col. L. W. 
Sharpe, E.D., Q.C. entitled “Vanished 
Village” solved the problem, for the 
place in question was Indiana, U.C. 
For the benefit of those members of 


this Society who are not members of 
B.N.A.P.S. the following informa- 
tion taken from the above source 
may be of interest and will show how 
it was that this place name has 
evaded the records. 


Indiana, U.C., was situated on the 
banks of the Grand River about two 
miles north of the present village of 
Cayuga, on the Caledonian Cayuga 
Road. It was founded in the early 
1800’s, the origin of the name In- 
diana and who was responsible for 
its foundation are unrecorded. How- 
ever, the place was a growing 
pioneer village in 1832; by about 
1845 Indiana was a thriving village 
of some six hundred inhabitants and 
more important than its neighbour 
Cayuga, which was but a cluster of a 
few houses. The village had its in- 
dustries and was of importance be- 
cause of its situation on the Grand 
River, a waterway between Branford 
and Lake Erie used by the Grand 
River Navigation Co. The impor- 
tance of Indiana began to decline 
with the advent of the railway which 
ran through Cayuga. Business slow- 
ly shifted from Indiana to Cayuga, 
which had become the County town. 
The railway rivalled the importance 
of the commercial waterway, which 
gradually but surely fell into disuse 
and disrepair. What finally com- 
pleted the downfall of Indiana is not 
known, but it appears that misfor- 
tune struck at the place, many of the 
inhabitants, who were of Irish origin, 
died, and it is possible that supersti- 
tion drove the few remaining habi- 
tants away. Nothing, save a few 
relics of the past, remain to mark 
the spot to-day. 


Lt.-Col. Sharpe mentions that he 
knows of an Indiana post mark of 
llth Nov. 1844 owned by Vinnie 
Greene. The latest date noted by 
him being 20th Feb., 1875. Thus, it 
may be taken that a post office exis- 
ted at Indiana, at least during the 
period Noy. 1844 to Feb. 1875. In 
spite of this considerable period Lt.- 
Col. Sharpe says that, “covers are 
scarce.” 

Were it not for the fact that the 
cover in my possession, has, in the 
light of the above information, added 
significance I would have hesitated 
to burden readers with these notes. 
It will be remembered that my cover

is dated 5th August, 1843, the date 
when the letter was written, and post 
marked at Indiana, U.C., 6th August, 
1843, the date being in manuscript, 
and further attested by a Quebec 
L.C. receiving mark 12th August, 
1843 and an lrish receiving mark 
30th August, 1843. This cover thus 
anticipates the earliest noted by Lt.- 
Col. Sharpe by some fifteen months! 
A post office must thus have existed 
in Indiana at least at the beginning 
of August 1843. Can this be the 
earliest known cover from a “Van- 
ished Village”? 

I mention the names of the writer 
and the addressee in case they may 
possibly be of additional interest 
from the historic view point; from 
the address the connection with 
Southern Ireland is evident, Delgan- 
ny being a small village near the 
east coast of Ireland in County Wick- 
low.
